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PREFACE 


The National Adult Education Programme (NAEP) represents renewed 
efforts to make real the seemingly ever-evading dream of universal literacy in the 
country. In the wake of the limitations experienced through earlier attempts in 
this regard, the new scheme proposed to incorporate several novel features which 
could ensure the achievement of objectives of the Programme through its effective 
implementation both at micro and macro levels. A commendable step in this 
direction was to encourage continuous monitoring and evaluation of various 
aspects of the Programme which could mutually substantiate the efforts. To 
achieve objective and systematic evaluation of the Programme, the Ministry of 
Education and Culture, Government of India, called upon several institutions of 
research in different states, to carry out quick appraisals as well as intensive 
studies of the Programme. 


The Centre of Advanced Study in Education was one of the external evalua- 
tive agencies that were called upon to appraise the Programme. This report 
presents technical and organisational details of a quick appraisal of NAEP 
conducted by this Centre in seven districts of Gujarat, viz., Panchmahals, Kaira, 
Vadodara, Bharuch, Surat, Valsad and Dangs. For the purpose of this project, 
apart from the expertise available at the Centre, the full time positions of one 
Research Associate and four Research Assistants, were sanctioned. A team of 
field investigators was recruited and pressed into service for the collection of data 
from the field. 


The work on the project was embarked upon after a full length discussion 
of the research proposal presented in a seminar at this Centre. Discussions in 
smaller groups were held as and when needed. In carrying out a project of such 
a nature which involves several agencies at different levels with varied organisa- 
tional structures, mobilisation of resources, co-ordination of work becomes more 
significant and present peculiar problems. Efforts made in undertaking the 
appraisal of the work done in NAEP, were experientially gainful and academically 
insightful. These will, hopefully, serve as relevant indicators for further work 
in this direction.

INTRODUCTION 


A PREVIEW 


Role of education as an essential component of development is of special 
significance in any democracy, more so in a developing one such as India. While 
every citizen has a right to Бе educated, educating him becomes incumbent on 
the part of the State for the development of the society. An educated citizen, 
it is presumed, can function more effectively in all areas of his activities. Further, 
he can discharge his duties and exercise his rights in a more conscientious manner. 
He would also be in a position to take part in productive activities with greater 
compstence, as also in the activities related to various other aspects of national 
life. To be able to realise. such an enlightened citizenry is a relevant and just 
aspiration for the nation, Тһе issue acquires added importance when consi- 
dered along with the fact that there is still a very substantial section of the Indian 
population which is illiterate. Attempts at providing education to the children 
and youth through schools and colleges constitute a definite step towards eradica- 
tion of illiteracy, no doubt. At the same time, it is equally necessary to step up 
attempts to educate the large numbers of illiterate adults who have crossed the 
age of formal schooling and are engaged actively in various sectors of national 
life. The efficient functioning of the several sectors which, to a great extent 
influences national development, depends upon these adults who are engaged in 
the several developmental activities. Further, it is often observed that the con- 
centration of such adult illiterates is among the backward classes of the popula- 
tion such as the scheduled castes and scheduled tribes especially in the rural 
areas. One other section that is predominately backward in this respect is that 
of women. Even a minimum level of education, if provided to these sections, 
would possibly enhance their standards of living and also contribute to the overall 
development of the society. 


Attempts towards educating the adult illiterates dates back to pre-independ- 
ence days. However, after independence there has been an increased emphasis 
on adult education resulting in more directed efforts towards its implementation, 
Several developmental schemes that have attempted at adult education after 
independence include the Social Education Campaign, Farmers’ Training and 
Functional Literacy Project, Village Education Campaign, and Community 
Development Project. Experiences gained through all these programmes have 
suggested that the Programme of Adult Education needs to be more broad based. 
than mere imparting of literacy and numeracy, so as to include certain skills, 
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habits, and social awareness which have direct relevance to life activities. As 
far as the literacy component is concerned, these Schemes were, 
partially successful due to several limitations. Some of the m

available Keeping these in view the NAEP proposes to realise through a phased 
attempt a target of 100 million adult illiterates, іп a pericdof six years from 1978 


In order to achieve these objectives the Programme allows for decentralisa- 
tion by encouraging the voluntary agencies to undertake the responsibility of 
conducting Adult Education Centres (AECs). This, it is considered, would 
ensure the simultaneous functioning to AECs in several places along the lines 
sugges‘ed by the framework provided by the Government. It is visualised that 
the voluntary agencies being situated in the localities where the AECs operate, 
would provide an organisational machinery to implement the programme effe- 
tively. Being familiar with the local environment and to the Jocal community, 
these voluntary agencies would bs in a better position to create a favourable 
climate for implementing the Programme. This, it is intended, would ensure a 
general acceptance of the Programme in the community by creating an aware- 
ness about its relevance, motivate the Adult illiterates to participate in it, and make 
the activities suitable to the local, social and cultural background. It would also 
bs possible to draw the reasources available in the community such as occupational 
expertise, local initiative, and qualified personnel to conduct the AECs. All 
these would make the Programme locally relevant and flexible as the agencies 
would have the freedom with regard to recruitment of personnel, organisation 
and conduct of the Programme and as the procedural constraints would be 
minimised. These voluntary agencies would be provided a hundred percent grant 
for the task which include provision for recruiting separate personnel such as 
supervisors and instructors. The number of AECs that these voluntary agencies 
could start vary according to their capacity to organise them. However, they 
are expected to organise each AEC for a duration of ten months at the end of 
which they start another AEC in the same place, if need be. The Government 
machinery would maintain links with them through the state level and district 
level adult education officers. In every State a State Resource Centre has been 
established which has to provide and prepare learning materials suited to the local 
needs and the objectives of the Programme. The State Resource Centres also 
would identify suitable agencies either engaged in some social service activities in 
different parts of the State or are willing to undertake the NAEP as per the guide- 
lines provided, and orient them about the Programmer. 


To be able to ascertain a coverage as well as effective functioning of the 
Programme at the grass root level, a continuous attempt has to be made to assess 
the geographical coverage and the number of people being brought under the 
Programme. It is also necessary to appraise the strengths and limitations of its 
functioning in different regions, and, to locate the effective inputs organisationally 
and instructionally, suitable to varying local needs. Such assessments become 
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essential so as to prevent the Programme from receeding ino redundancy and 
irrelevance. This point has been justly recognised by the NAEP wherein it states 
that monitoring and evaluation are “ essentia] tools for identification of thc 
strengths and weaknesses of the system, and to evolve mcans to redesign the 
Programme or to make the objectives operationally more realistic in order to 
ensure effective implementation of the redesigned Programme under given con- 
straints and available resources—both material and human ”.* In order to 
maintain objectivity and methodological rigour, while conducting such assess- 
ments, some specialised agencies of research from different parts of the country 


have been invited to carry out both quick apprisals and intensive studies of the 
organisation and functioning of the Programme. 


The quick appraisals of the 
Programme over specified 


areas would evaluate the actuai functioning of the 
Programme, and, the intensive studies of. specific adult education centres would 
be conducted with a view to making a detailed and indepth analysis of the pro- 
cesses involved and the impact of the Programme on the learners leading to an 
assessment of the effectiveness of the Programme, in its various dimensions. 


This would also help in identifying certain positive features in the process of 


implementation which could be introduced in the functioning of other centres.

Evaluation Studies ; 


As stated earlier, evaluative studies have been visualised as an integral part 
of NAEP for assessing the various aspscts of organisation and functioning of the 
Adult Education Programme in different parts of the country. While evaluating 
the Programme it is relevant to study it at the implementation level in different 
regions in order to understand the processes and problems as they obtain, which 
are specific to different regions. Through such region specific evaluation what 
is aimed at is an assessment of the Programme as a whole with respect to its aims, 
the extent to which its main features are translated into functional procedures in 
particular regions, the factors that are supportive to its smooth implementation, 
the kinds of problems peculiar to those regions, etc Such a comprehensive 
assessment would provide clarity in identifying the strengths and weaknesses of 
the Programme in general and in the actual functioning of it at the grass-root 
level, i.c., working of AECs. 


Assessing the Programme as a whole necessitates various dimensions of it 
to be brought under careful scrutiny. One such dimension would be to find out 
the extent to which the physical target set is achieved in terms of the geographical 
areas and sections of population covered under the Programme. This needs to 
be done with reference to the specifications provided such as the rural areas, under- 
previleged. sections of population, and women to be covered on priority basis. 
Secondly, it would be necessary to assess whether such a coverage is achieved in 
consideration to the local needs. This would lead to finding out whether the 
activities provided are relevant to local-specific needs. Thirdly, the Programme 
envisages imparting of not only literacy and numeracy skills but also certain 
other attributes such as social awareness and occupational skills. The attain- 
ment of the former could be ascertained through some definite evaluative procedure 
while the latter can only be ascertained in terms of certain perceptible changes 
in the day to day dealings and behaviours of the adult learners in the many acti- 
vities within the home and the community. Іп other words, it would be necessary 
to study the number of people brought under the Programme and the number 
yet to be covered, the number of AECs established in a particular locality in the 
light of the above, the way the community reacts to the Programme, and the 
extent of community involvement and participation, etc. 


Another kind of evaluation needed would be regarding the efficiency of 
functioning of AECs. This would require studying the functioning at two levels, 
It would involve studying the functioning of AECS with respect to certain 
organisational aspects such as the functionaries, their background and training, 
the learners—their background and motivation, the facilities available—both 
instructional and physical. the duration, time and conduct of classes, finances 
and, the problems regarding enrolment and drop-outs of learners; and, certain 
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instructional aspects like, the kinds of instructional materials used, their ш 
priateness to the attainment of objectives, the instructional techniques Е м 5s 
activities provided, the reaction of learners to these, mode of evaluation 9 са! 3 
orformance, the emphasis on different activities, as well as community awar 
ness, involvement and initiative towards the Programme. Such assessment can 
be carried out through a broad survey of the AECs in particular regions. Besides, 
at the second level, it would be necessary to assess the functioning of AECs at 
closer quarters and in greater details so as to identify and understand the processes 
and factors operating in the specific context where AECs arc located. This would 


demand carrying out intensive studies of longitudinal nature in selected villages 
where AECs have been initiated. 


Evaluation of the kinds mentioned above would eventually lead to identify- 
ing the factors that promote effective functioning of AECs in different regions, 
as well as those that affect it adversely. The purpose, therefore, 
label particular AECs as successful or otherwise, but to deline:

It is in this context that the NAEP-Outline ( 1978 ) specifies the need for 
continuous evaluation of the Programme, 


It has been stipulated that continuous 
evaluation of the kinds stated above, when conducted systematically and objec- 
tively, will provide an understanding of (i) the extent of successful phasing of 
the Programme in different regions, (ii) extent of Success of the Programme in 
terms of realisation of objectives wherever AECs are Conducted, and, (iii) the 
factors and processes in the local community that tend to either contribute or 
affect the functioning of AECs, All these would be of great relevance to policy 
decisions to bs made with regard implementation of the 
Programme. Accordingly, several iali Bencies have been invited 
to carry out evaluation studies in However, it should be kept 
in mind that an equal effort at inte comes essential if the overall 
view sought through evaluation sh ral subtleties in the Operation 
of the Programme.

The first of 
them appraised the initial attempts under NAEP during the first year of its function- 
ing, i.e., 1978-79, and the second survey evaluated the Programme during 1979-80. 
These surveys have studied a sample of AECs conducted by each of 46 voluntary 
agencies over 14 districts in Gujarat. These studies have focused on several aspects 
of the organisation and functioning of AECs such as, composition of AECs, 
learners’ enrolment, attendance and wastage, instructors” background and adequacy 
of training, etc., teaching learning materials, functionality and awareness compo- 
nents, and community participation. 


The present study is a quick appraisal of the NAEP undertaken by the 
Centre of Advanced Study in Education, M. S. University of Baroda, Baroda. 
This covers the Programme in seven districts of Gujarat namely, Panchmahals, 
Kaira, Vadodara, Bharuch, Surat, Valsad and Dangs. Further, details about 
the study are presented in the sections to follow.

THE PRESENT STUDY 


In line with the theoretical considerations presented in Section-I, the present 
study was designed to assess the Programme of Adult Education in a корге. 
hensive way. Тһе study appraised the Programme in seven districts of Gujarat, 
namely, Panchmahals, Kaira, Vadodara, Bharuch, Surat. Valsad апа апр. 
The study has attempted to assess the extent and Appropriateness of the AE 
Programme as also the several aspects of its functioning It considers the opera- 
tion of the Programme for a period of three years from 1978. As in the other 
parts of Gujarat, in these districts also adult education programme was carried 
out under the three schemes namely, NAEP sponsored by the Government of 


India, Sarvodaya Yojana sponsored by the Government of Gujarat, and the 


AECs orgarised by the universities departments and affiliated colleges as part 


of the UGC scheme of adult education and extension services. The present study 
aims at evaluating the Programme under the first two schemes sponsored by the 
State and the Central Governments, Thus, the AECs organised during 1978-80 


in the aforesaid regions of the State under the two schemes are within the purview 
of the present study.

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Procedure : 


The two objectives stated above required different procedures for their study. 
The first objective regarding the coverage achieved under the Programe during 
1978-80 has been studied with a view to finding out the extent to which the 
Programme has reached different areas and sections of population that fall within 
the target. For this purpose an attempt was made to study the number of villages 
and talukas covered under the Programme, the number of adult illiterates in these 
villages, the number of AECs conducted in them, the number of AECs conducted 
separately for men and women, and also the number of adult illiterates actually 
benefitted by these AECs., over the past three years. Besides, attempt was also 
made to study the appropriateness of the spread of AECs with respect to the local 
needs or the nature of the area and population brought under the Programme. 
The following procedure was adopted in order to procure data required for finding 
out these above mentioned facts. 


The list of voluntary agencies alongwith the names of the villages in which 
they conducted AECs and the number of AECs conducted, the year of operation 
of AECs and the nature of AECs, i.e., whether for women or men or for both were 
procured from the D.A.E.Os. These villages with AECs were'then located/identified 
as per the Gensus 1971. The coverage is terms of talukas and villages was 
analysed on the basis of this. Besides, the details regarding the local needs in 
terms of concentration of backward community population and illiterate popula- 
tion in different talukas and villages were also collected. from Census 1971. 
Assessment of appropriateness of coverage was made on the basis of these. 
Further, to obtain the number of beneficiaries an estimate was made at fifteen adults 
per AEC against analysis of data with respect to the above objective and inter- 
pretations thereof are presented in Section-III. 


For assessing the functioning of the AECs as stated in Objective 2, a sample 
survey of the seven districts has been made. In this regard, the AECs have been 
studied in the perspective of the local community for the development of which the 
adult education programme is geared. With this is view, village has been taken 
as the unit for sampling and all AECs conducted in it are included in the study. 
The details regarding sampling are as follows. Ош of 8238 villages in the seven 
districts, 2048 villages have been brought under the Programme from 1978 to 
1980. The distribution of villages with AECs in the districts and talukas are 
indicated in Table 3. While selecting the sample villages in different talukas care 
was taken to see that the AECs organised during different periods from 1978 to 
1980 were included. This was done on the basis of classifying the villages into 
three categories in terms of three years of operation. Such a categorisation helped 
in gaining a due representation for both the on-going and completed centres 
The three categories were, >

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. Tt was considered necessary that the sample should represent all three 
categories. It was found that the majority of the villages fall in Category B. АП 
AECs in these villages had stopped functioning and many of the voluntary agencies 
which were organising them were not functioning any more, too. One taluka 
with villages in category B was selected in each district randomly and within it all 
villages in thé category were taken as the sample. The villages in Category С 
had the most recently started AECs studying which would be helpful for gaining 
greater insight into their functioning. The same held good for the villages in 
Category A too. In view of these considerations it was decided to give greater 
weightage to Categories C and А. The categorywise distribution of villages 
with AECs in talukas and the sample-frame arrived at therein have been presented 
in Table 4. Ав сап be observed in Table 4, of the 252 villages in the sample, 24 
belonged to Category A. 82 belonged to Category B. and 146 villages belonged to 
Category C. However, it may be mentioned that when the study was conducted. 
all AECs had completed term and no new AEC had been started. Besides, the 
national policy regarding the Programme itself was under review. Therefore, 
the present study, in effect, becomes a post facto analysis of the functioning of 
NAEP in the. seven districts of Gujarat. 


Tools for Data Collection 3 


Within the selected villages all the AECS that were conducted, whether one or 
more, were covered. For every AEC five learners and one instructor were con- 
tacted, . Alongwith these the supervisors in charge of the AECs in the village 
and the voluntary agencies through which the AECs were organised were also 
contacted. In each village three village leaders were interviewed. The main tools 
of data collection from the sample were interview schedules for village leaders 
and learners, and questionnaires for instructors, supervisors and voluntary agen- 
cies. These tools covered the main aspects of the Programme namely, organisa- 
tion, facilities, problems and community involvement. The items were framed 
on the basis of discussion with experts and also the tools used. by the Sardar Patel 
Institute for the survey they conducted. 


У The 1еагпег$” interview schedule was developed to find out the composition 
of the learners’ group with respect to their age, caste, sex, occupation, and family 
as well as personal educational background, the feasibility of attending the adult

The interview schedule for the village leader was developed to find out 
their awareness about the adult education programme and the extent of their 
involvement in its conduct and organisation. 


The supervisors’ questionnaire consisted of items regarding their training 
for the task, frequency of visits to AEC, mode of recording observations, nature 
of guidance provided to instructors, involvement in activities of AECs, problems 
related to organisation and conduct, and the remedial measures attempted. 


The questionnaire for voluntary agencies consisted of items with regard to 
the kinds of other social service activities they are involved in, the familiarity and 


prior experience with adult education programme, the number of AECs orga- 
nised by them and the duration, the training of instructors 


liaision with the government, problems regarding finance, 
etc., and organising AECs. These tools were revised according to expert coments. 


A field try-out was conducted on two AECs, one in Vadodara district and the 
other in Kaira district, which were not included in the sample.

Some Problems : 


For a large scale study as the present one collecting relevant information of 
varied nature involves a great deal of co-ordination with the official machinery as 
well as the people concerned with the Programme in the localareas. While

3. Census 1971 had to be used as the source for the baseline data regarding 
the local need analysis and coverage achieved, in the absence of any other authe- 
ntic source with more recent data. 


4. In a sample survey covering as varied a sample as in the present study 
and also whose organisation is beyond the research team, timc becomes 
an important factor which could have significant implications for sampling and 
data collection. The criterion for selecting the sample was the year of operation 
of AECs, which yielded the three category sample frame. However, due to thc 
abrupt termination of NAEP in April 1981, the criterion no more was found fit. 
This was done on the premise that though the population would have increased 
in absolute numbers over the past decade the basic structure of population would 


not have changed. 


5. The sample to be covered in the survey was varied and. large. The term 
of operation of AECs covering these was to be independently decided by the 
voluntary agencies and the research team conducting the survey was in no way 
connected with it. Under these conditions the time of conduct of survey becomes 
an important factor which could have significant implications for sampling and data 
collection, Ав a result, while the criterion for selecting the sample was the year 
of operation of AECs, which yielded the three category sample frame, at the time 
of data collection this criterion was found no more valid as all AECs had been 


terminated. 
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SECTION Ill 


COVERAGE UNDER THE NAEP 


One of the objectives of the Study was, as stated earlier, to 


assess the 
coverage achieved паз 


т the NAEP over three years of its implementation, i.c., 
since 1978. An attempt at assessing the coverage has to be made keeping in 
view not only the larg: scale nature of the NAEP but also its specific stress on a 
well planned and systematic effort, without which the attainment of the stupend- 
ous target of educating a hundred million adult illiterates would be impossible. 
To assess such a scheme it would require finding out to what extent the Programme 
has been able to maintain afore mentioned requisite features at the implementation 
level. Thus, mere number of AECs Started and the adults benefitted by them in 
different parts, though very important, may by themseles be inadequate to indicate 
the functional relevance of the Coverage under the Programme at the grass root 
level. What is required is to find out to what extent the way it has functioned 
for three years indicates attempts to fulfill those pre-set conditions such as, 
reaching the priority sections of the target population, a planned attempt to cover 
the entire target in the given region, and, Systematic efforts to reach all the needy 
sections including SC, ST, and women, in all the areas. Keeping these in view, 
coverage under the Programme has been studied and has been presented in terms 


of the area, local needs as well as the number of beneficiaries, These have been

Talukas and Villages with АЕС : 


The physical coverage in terms of the number of talukas and villages brought 
under the Programme is given in Table 6. Ав can be seen from Table 6, out of 
the 66 talukas in the seven districts, ten have not been covered under the Pro- 
gramme. At the district level, the percentage of total number of villages brought 
under the NAEP is less than 30 in all districts. Considering only the talukas with 
AECs, there are only 8 out of 56 talukas which have a villagewise coverage of 
50% and above under NAEP, and these are in only 3 of the 7 districts. The largest 
number of talukas, 2! in number, have in each of them less than 25% of villages 
covered under the Programme. On the whole, 39 talukas, i.e., 69.64% of the 56 
talukas have less than 40% of the villages brought under the Programme. These 
figures suggest an apparent attempt towards achieving an intensive coverage of 
the adult illiterates within different villages.

Area-wise Coverage : 


While the focus of NAEP has been on rural areas, it is relevant to see the 
kinds of rural areas it has catered to. It was stipulated that the implementation 
of the Programme would be well planned and phased so as to reach the * needy * 
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areas and sections of population on priority. Two ways of systematic coverage 
could bs envisaged. One, in which more number of villages spread over a larger 
area would be brought under the Programme. Such ап * extensive coverage 
would provide for a largzr geographical area to be covered simultaneously irrespec- 
tive of the size of the target population in the village. And, at the end of one term 
of ten months, the AECs would be continued in the same villages or started in 
newer villages on the basis of review. А second way would be to select villages 
with greater need or larger size of target population and conduct AECs in greater 
number and for consecutive terms till all adult illiterates have been covered. Only 
after this other villages would bz taken up. Such an approach would lead to an 
“intensive ° coverage of villages in specific areas in a phased manner. While 
assessing the coverage in terms of area attempt was made in the present study to 
see which of the two ways of coverage has been adopted in the seven districts.

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population, but 64 of the 80 villages in that population 5126 have had more than one 
АЕС; further, 27 of them have had more than 5 AECs. A similar trend, though 
less glaring, can be seen in other districts too, except in Kaira. In contrast, it 
can also be secn that most of the larger villages with more than 2000 population. 
have had less number of AECs, some of them, опе AEC only. Of course, it has 
to be remembered that the population in all these villages would have increased 
since the 1971 Census. Yet, these factors point to the fact that the size of the 
village population or the size of the target group has not been taken into any serious 
account while starting the AEC. 


Year-wise Distribution of AECS : 


An attempt was made to find out the extent to which this coverage was 
phased out over three years. For this purpose, analysis was made of thc number 
of AECs conducted in the seven districts over three years;-i.e. 1978-80. Table 8 
presents the year-wise distribution of AECs under both the Central Government 
and State Government schemes of adult education Programme. 


From the Table 8 it can be seen that more number of AECs have been con- 
ducted under NAEP than under Sarvodaya Yojana. A large number of AECs 
have been conducted in 1979 only. Comparison of the year-wise distribution of 
AECs with the total number of villages with AECs in each district reveals that 
the AECs һауе bsen conducted in the same villages consecutively for more than 
one year, instead of spreading over wider areas. It may be relevant to state here 
that population structure of many of these villages do not provide any justification 
for such concentrated effort. For example, іп Dangs 250 AECs were organised 
during 1979 under Sarvodaya Yojana, although the number of villages covered 
by them were only 49, most of which have a. population of less than 1000 each. 
Village level data reveal that of these 250 AECS in several villages the number of 
AECs ranged from | to 13. Such a concentration of AECs should be seen in the 
light of the observations made earlier, regarding the population size of the | 
villages with AECs. This, in fact, supports the observation that there has been 
lack of attempt to carry out the Programme in a systematic-and phased- manner - 
so that the minimum resources available are utilized more effectively. 


Appropriateness of Coverage : 


As stated in Section-II, the local needs have been considered in terms of 
concentration of backward community population and illiteratcy. In his regard 
attempt has been made to see the extent to which AECS have reached the villages 
in different talukas with higher concentration of these indicators.

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A similar analysis of population structure of each taluka was made along- 
with the extent of coverage of villages in terms of percentages. Table 11-a persents 
the data in this regard for Panchmahals district. As can be seen from this table, 
the highest physical coverage of villages is in Jambughoda taluka (49.09% ). 
This taluka falls in Cluster B indicating higher illiteracy but lower concentration of 
SC and ST population. It can also be seen that four talukas which fall under 
Cluster D indicating highest need for AECs, viz., Santrampur, Jhalod, Limkheda, 
and Dahod, the villages covered range between 33% and 41%. While all other 
talukas are in Cluster B, the coverage of villages varies from zero per cent in 
Shehara and Lunawada to 36.61% in Kalol. 


In order to assess the appropriateness of village-wise coverage within the 
talukas, villages in each taluka were distributed into different clusters mentioned. 
earlier. The distribution is presented in Table 11-b. Table 11-b indicates that 
at the village level the AECs are found to correspond largely with the needs as, 
303 villages out of 475 in the district fall in Cluster D. Of the four talukas 
Santrampur, Jhalod, Limkheda and Dahod, which were identified to be in Cluster 
D according to Table 11-а, except Limkheda the other three have Villages 
mostly in Cluster D. In Limkheda 30 of the 81 villages are in Cluster B 
and only 13 are in Cluster D. Further, in Santrampur and Limkheda, alongwith 
the lateral coverage the intensity of it also seems to be highest as there are 50 
and 32 villages respctively in these talukas whih have had more than one AEC 
conducted. Another point which indicates more relevance of village-wise coverage 
than at the taluka level is that most of the villages in the talukas fall under Cluster 
D and Cluster B which reveals high illiteracy though low SC and ST concentration. 


A similar analysis of data for Kaira district has been presented in Tables 
12-а and 12-b. As can be seen from Table 12-a, in Kaira all talukas fall under 
Clusters A and B only which indicates lesser needs for the AECs from the point 
of view of population structure. But the village coverage ranges from zero per

The cluster-wise distribution of villages in the dfferent talukas of Bharuch 
is given in Table 14-b. Table 14-b shows highest number of villages. i.e., 153, 
in Cluster D. Within that cluster too, most of the villages are from talukas 
Zagadia, Nandod, Dediapada and Valia. Of course, in Sagbara, two of the four 
villages with AECs are in Cluster D. Cluster A has 118 villages out of 336 total 
villages in the district. In all talukas except the once named above, more villages 
are in Cluster A which is in consonance with the talukawise-distribution also 
Taluka Nandod has lesser spread in terms of geographical areas as 21 of the 41 
villages in the cluster have more than two AECs whereas Dediapada has a wider 
coverage of area as 19 of the 40 villages in the Cluster have one AEC each. 
This gets support by the larger percentage of SC and ST population ( 94.66 ) and 
a lower percentage of literacy ( 13.14 ) in taluka Dediapada, as seen in Table 14-а, 
Another concentration of villages can be seen in Cluster A in which Talukas Jambu- 
sar, Waghra and Bharuch fall. As per the indicators these talukas have lesser 
need for adult education programme. The large proportion of villages in these 
talukas have single AECs which supplement the previous sentence. 


In Surat, the population structure, by and large, reveals a great need for 
AE Programme in terms of both the indicators. This can be observed from Table 
15-a. It can be seen from Table 15-а that 8 of the 13 talukas are in Cluster D. 
Of these Uchchal, Songadh and Vyara are three talukas which have more than 95% 
of SC and ST population and have 20% and below literacy level. The villages 
brought under the Programme in these talukas are above 55%. Mandvi taluka 
which is also in Cluster D with a high level of the indicators is totally untouched 
by the Programme. Besides, the other talukas in Cluster D have differential 


percentage coverage of villages ranging from 17.64 in Bardoli to 80.48 in Valod. 


The coverage of villages when analysed for their cluster-wise distribution 
as well as nature of spread whether extensive or intensive, the Table15-b was obtain- 
ed. Table 15-b reveals that majority of villages with AECs. i.e., 322 out of 396, 
are in Cluster D. This is reflective of the fairly uniform population structure 
within the talukas. The distribution of villages in other clusters A, B and C, 
suggests that adequate attention has not been given to the population structure, 
For instance, Valod taluka which has 80% of villages brought under the Programme 
has almost 40% of them іп Clusters A, B and С, ond only the remaining in Cluster 
D. Attempts have been more towards extensive coverage with the talukas than 
intensive. This can be stated on the basis of the number of villages with single 
AEC which is, 255 for all clusters as against 141 villages with more than one AEC 
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Valsad district also has a similar Population structure as Surat. The details 
regarding it are presented in Table 16-а. It can be observed from Table 164, 
that of the 5 talukas which are in Cluster D, one, namely, Vansada, is not within 
the purview of the Programme.

studied. Taluka-wise details regarding the number of villages with primary school 
and those without any such facility are presented in Table 19. It can be observed 
in Table 19 that in the 66 talukas of the seven districts, most of the villages have 
primary schools or, as many as seven talukas (3 in Kaira, | in Vadodara, 1 in 
Bharuch and 2 in Valsad) have schools in all villages and 16 talukas have 5% 
and below of villages without schools. Іп contrast, only 4 talukas have more than 
40% of villages without schools. They are, Santrampur (41.17%) in Pancha- 
mahals, Tilakwada (41.02%) in Vadodara, Dediapada (55.14%) in Bharuch, 
and, Uchchal (45.58% ) in Surat Studying these details in comparison to the local 
needs of these talukas analysed earlier, a few more facts can be observed. Out 
of the 7 talukas with schools in all villages, the three in Kaira district and one in 
Vadodara district are in Cluster A which shows least local need in terms of the indi- 
cators considered; the two talukas in Valsad district are in Cluster D indicating 
a high concentration of illiterates and backward community population; and, 
one taluka in Bharuch is in Cluster C which indicates a higher concentration 
of backward community population. and a higher level of literacy. Similarly, 
the 16 talukas in which 5% and below villages are without schools were seen with 
their local needs. It may be observed that 10 of this are in Cluster A indicating 
lowest local need, 1 in Cluster B and 5 in Cluster D,

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It was felt that further data regarding school facilities in greater detail would 
provide the necessary insight into understanding: the impact of formal system on 
the Programe as such. This would require finding out such details as; the duration 
for which the school has functioned in the village, thc enrolment pattern over that 
period, any problems regarding enrolment, and drop-outs, the incidence of lapse 
into illiteracy in the case of drop-outs, the number of adults that have fallen into 
the target group during this period by not availing the school facility available, the 
trend shown by the school for retaining pupils, community reactions to school and 
its involvement in schools functioning, and the nature of contact of school with 
the NAEP. An analysis of such data would cnable understanding of the 
functioning of the Programme in the wider context of the community. 


An Overall Estimate of Beneficiaries : 


As per the NAEP-OUTLINE (1978 ) all illitcrates within the age group of 
15-34 years arc to be the beneficiaries of the Programme. Accordingly, the target 
population in the seven districts is 14,17,772. Ап attempt has been made to find 
out the number of adult illiterates benefitted by the programme, with specific 
reference also to the number of wemen beneficiaries, 


In order to find out the number of beneficiaries the actual number of adult 
illiterates who participated in the various AECs organised was needed, As proper 
records of the actual number of beneficiaries who completed the terms would 
not be procured from the voluntary agencies, an overall estimate, though not very 
asccurate, was made. Generally, most of.the voluntary. agencies indicated that the 
average attendance in the AECs was on the lower sid: 


of 50%. Considering that 
every AEC should hive catered to 30 adult learners, 15 was taken as an average 
number of beneficiaries por AEC. 


With this average the total number of adult 
benefitted in each taluka was estimated and details are given in Table 20. 


Altogether there have been 3762 AECs conducted in the seven districts 
during 1978-80, as can be seen in Table 20. The estimated adult population covered 
in these districts through all these AECs comes to 56,430. In order to find out

SECTION IV 


FUNCTIONING OF ADULT EDUCATION CENTRES 


A Major purpose of evaluating the adult education programme is to find ош 
the effectiveness with which the instructional units, namely, the AECs have 
functioned. The conduct of AECs by itself when seen in isolation may not provide 
a comprehensive understnading of the efficiency or effectiveness of the Programme. 
Such an understanding can be achieved only when the functioning of AECs is 
studied in the context of the local environment. Therefore, it is necessary to 


present the context in which the functioning of the AECs have been assessed 
in the present study. Р 


The АЕС have been organised with a view to educating the adult illiterates 
who are engaged in some productive activity in the local setting. By participating 
in the AEC activities, it is expected that they would acquire certain skills necessary 
not only for enhancing their functional efficiency in performing their occupational 
tasks and community activities but also for equipping them with literacy and 
numeracy, and social awareness. The extent to which these are realised through 
AECs depends on more facts than one which are unique to the local community. 
These factors constitute the socio-cultural environment prevalent in the villages. 
These could be identified as factors that describe the village set up and would 
include even such things as the very size of population of the village, the popula- 
tion structure, the occupational structure, the basic amenities available; the nature 
of powsr centres—whether political leaders or teachers, or officials, village elders, 
youth, etc., and the role they generally play in the village; the kinds of educational 
facilities available—duration and extent of their utilisation; views the village 
folk hold regarding life and education, exposure to ways of modern life, aspira- 
tions of the people; and so on. Such factors as these would provide the context 
for discerning reasons for the Way AECs functioned. That is, data regarding 
different aspects of functioning of AECs like attendance, regularity, instructional 
activities, etc., which would indicate * how ° they functioned, could be seen in the 


context of the characteristics of the Community which would indicate “why” 
they functioned so.

Regarding the several aspects of 
functioning of AECs it was considered relevant to collect data from not only those 
who have b22n directly responsible for and involved in the functioing of AECs 
but also from those members of the community who might have participated and/or 
supported the functioning of AECs directly or indirectly. Accordingly, the sources 
of data identified in every sample village were—the learners or the beneficiaries, 
the instructors and the supervisors or the functionaires, the village leaders as well 
as the sponsoring voluntary agencies. The data collected have been analysed 
aspsctwise and are presented in this Section along with a description of the 


village context.

Background information concerning the learners is given in Table 24, 25 
and 26. As can be scen from Table 24, a total of 1909 learners from the seven 
districts were interviewed. ‘Except jn Valsad and Dangs in all other districts 
men learners are more. As many as 84% of learners who have undergone instruc- 
tion at AECs belong to the target age range of 15-35 years Yet, a sizeable 
portion of the group, i.e., 15.86% fall outside this age range. The number of such 
learners is largest in Valsad district which is 45.45%. Though the group is largely 
within the target age group there scems to be a greater need to bring more women 
under the Programme. Thus, with regard to composition of beneficiaries there 
seems to be no difference between the NAEP and the formal system. The Pro-

The impact of the programme will have to be seen in terms of changes in 
the various aspects of learner's life. This has been assessed through the percep- 


tions of the learners and the village leaders regarding such changes. 


Table 39 indicates the main aspects in which learners have perceived same 
impact. It is revealed that 95.49% of learners perceived the impact in acquiring 
literacy and numeracy skills. Regarding family welfare and personal habits 
78.41% and 77.37 % of learners respectively perceived considerable impact. Only | 
52.43% of learners felt they could improve occupational skills to some extent. 
Asked about the overall relevance of the programme to daily life activities, 2197 
of the learners stated it was relevant to a great extent, 51.80% of them stated it 
to be relevant to some extent, as large as 26.13% of them saw no relevance in it. 
While these figures indicate a fairly encouraging picture, they should be inter- 
preted in the light of certain other related data. For one thing, most learners 
could not clearly specify in what actual activities the programme helped them to 
improve or not. Besides, any improvement in the daily conduct of learners will 
be perceived by those who are around them. In order to find this out the village 
leaders’ opinions about the prceivable changes among learners were collected. 
As can be seen from Table 40, improvement could be scen among learners in res- 
act of literacy and numeracy according to 48.28 % of these leaders. Regarding 
occupational skills, social and political awareness, and health and hygiene about 
45% of them could see improvement “to some extent’, less than 20% of them 
* to a great extent’, and 35% of them perceived no improvement at all. These 
points reveal that the programme could make a considerable impact regarding 
the literacy and numeracy among the learners while the impact with respect to

responses in this connection explicitly indicated that emphasis was mainly on 
numeracy and literacy. A major implication of this is that it is essential to restruc- 
ture the instructional programme in its content, method and operation, if the 
programme has to realise the other objectives along With literacy and mnueracy.

Community Involvement : 


One other factor that contributes greatly to the smooth and effective 
functioning of AECs is the involvement of the community. Data about this factor 
were obtained by contacting the village leaders. 


А There is evidence to reveal 
considerable awareness and involvement on the part of the leaders of villages 
(Table 41). 


In Kaira all 59 leaders have stated that they were consulted before AECs 
were started in their villages. In Bharuch, 75 of the 83 village leaders (90.36% ) 
opine similarly, while in Panchmahals, Vadodara and Dangs more than 55% 
of them agree to this. In Surat only one of the 68 village leaders has been con- 
sulted. Іп all the seven districts, taken together, more than 75% of the village 
leaders have been involved in enrolling adults to AEGs. Except in Surat where 
only 5 leaders have been involved, in all other districts more than 70% of them 
have helped in organising other activities of AECs. This finds support from the 
instructors who stated they had the Co-operation of the community in the enrol- -

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(iii) It is seen that the only materials supplied to the AECs were mainly 
for instruction. Besides the lamps were provided for lighting, though 
not adequately and uniformly to all AECs. The places for conduct- 
ing the AECs totally depended on the community and the dynamism 
of the instructor. There is a clear need for providing better accom- 
modation, lighting and seating which could reduce the lack of involve- 
ment and the casualness іп the conduct of AECs.

SECTION V 


SUMMARY, CONCLUSIONS AND OBSERVATIONS 


Continuous efforts have been afoot in the country to bring into the fold of 
education the vast majority of adults who have remained illiterate and whose 
number is swelling continuously. Towards this end, several schemes, projects 
and programmes have been introduced over the past three decades. However, 
the National Adult Education Programme initiated in 1978 was, perhaps, the 
largest such project ever launched in the country both in terms of the financial 
allocations and the physical target set to be achieved. The NAEP proposed to 


cover in a period of five years 100 million adult illiterates belonging to the age 
group of 15 to 35 years. The programme was deliberately confined to this age 
group as during this stage the beneficiaries would be in the prime of their produc-

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Suggestions of Village Leaders : 


Several suggestions have been made by the village leaders for enhancing the 
efficiency of AECs. For instance, they have suggested that incentives should be 
provided to.learners in the form of certificates, grades, prizes, etc.; greater 
awareness has to be created among the learners through better propaganda; 
instructors should be made more regular in conducting the classes ; greater emphasis 
should be placed on vocational guidance and occupational skills, and on procedures 
for procuring loans and aids; and proper follow up programme must be conducted. 


Some Observations : 


Various findings of the study indicate certain basic issues related to the 
NAEP which call for further attention in order to enhance the operational 
efficiency and effectiveness of the programme at various levels. Some of these 
issues and related observations have been mentioned in the following. 


1. The NAEP has been launched with the objective of linking the education 
of adults with the overall needs of personal and social development. It is with 
this in view that development of social awareness and improvement of occupa- 
tional skills have been accorded equal importance alongwith the objective of 
imparting literacy and numeracy skills. However, it seems that the NAEP has 
failed to achieve. three laudable objectives and has boiled down to a simple pro- 
gramme of adult literacy. This becomes very clear as everyone involved in the 
programme, namely, learners, instructrs, supervisors and village leaders, have 
uniformly mentioned that literacy and numeracy have been the main concern. 
Very few could perceive any impact of the programme on other aspects. Even 
the instructional material provided have been found to be appropriate only for 
literacy education. Further, a perusal of the instructors’ age, qualifications and 
experience shows: it to be too ampitivus to expect anything beyond imparting of 


literacy. These observations clearly indicate the need to have a reconsideration 
of the programme objectives in

However, it 
is very clear from the evidences collected through the study that same instructional 
materials have been supplied to all the AECs irrespective of their local inviron- 
ments. It is quite surprizing that eventhough the programme has been in opera- 

tion for nearly three years, no attempt has been made to develop and produce 

-appropriate instructional material. Need for such differentiated instructional 

materials is particularly important in South and Central Gujarat regions as they 

include а large tribal belt inhabited by a number of scheduled tribes which widely 
differ in their demographic, socio-cultural and economic characteristics. 


3. Ап important aspect of the NAEP has been the involvement of voluntary 


Agencis in a big way for organizing AECs. The expectaion has been that 


through such a decentralisation the objectives could be achieved more efficiently 


and effectively. It has been visualized that voluntary agencies being local organiza- 
tions would have closer link with the local community and would facilitate 
operations at the grassroots level. Whether this objective has really been achieved 


or not cannot be decided conclusively on the basis of a single evaluation. How- 
be observed in this regard is that several of the VAs 


Rather, they are 
ted in urban and semi-urban centres located far away 
from their field of operation. Also, the VAs do not seem to have been spread 
over the region in à uniform way either in terms of their location or with regard 
to their operational area.

systematic observation. This would lead to finding in more concretised forms, 
the relevant procedures, techniques and inputs to make the Programme more 
effective. It would also reveal the fringe effects of the Programme on non- 
participants. Such formative and summative assessments necessitate undertaking 
intensive studies which are ‘ village-based ° rather than ‘ AECs-based ° studies. 


6. In order to put the observations made above into practice, a greater 
interaction among all the evaluating agencies, both internal and external, is needed. 
While this mutually familiarieses these agencies with the findings regarding the 
organisation and functioning of АЕС in different parts of the State, they also 
provide a wider perspective of the State for the Programme, and to evolve a 
suitable methodology for studying such programme. 


7. There is a need to evolve a State level Perspective Plan for the programme 
based on actual data regarding the yearwise and regionwise coverage to be 
achieved with due consideration to the deprived sections of the population which 
need to be approached оп a priority basis. This would enable the planning 
authorities to assess the specific amount of financial and physical efforts to be 
invested for achieving the set targets. Also this would ensure achieving the 
target without much wastage through redundancy of resource and effort.
